At least* three weeks will probably 
elapse before the Council hands down 
a decision. More than twenty years 
-have passed sinte the lawyers con- 
cerned began collecting . documents 
bearing on the Labrador dispute, and 
it has already cost. $1,000,000 

The documents cover 4, 000 printed 
pages in.small type. They are bound 
in eight large ‘volumes. The papers 
bearing. on the case became s0 volu- 
minous that at one time two rooms of. 
the .Privy Council Chamber were. 
needed for housing those gathered by 
the Canadian lawyers alone. 

The question at issue is vitally im- 
portant from a geographical and legal 
standpoint. Each year, adds to the 
value of the territory. involved, so 
that the disputants have becOme more 
and more keen to. ‘prove their owner- 
ship. 

A few years ago Canada offered to 
buy off Newfoundland, but refused to 
pay the $30,000,000 demanded by the 
latter, pointing out that Alaska had 
been sold to the United States by 
Russia for only $7,000,000. Néewfouhd- 
land refused to reducé the figure, so 
Canada decided to get a legal decision.

ROBERTSON ASSAILS — 
LLOYD GEORGE IN BOOK 


Declares Then Premier Had No 
High Idea of Any of Senior 
Allied Generals.

LONDON, Oct, 21.—Great interest 
has been aroused here by ‘Soldiers 
and Statesmen,’’ a book by Sir Wil- 
liam Robertson, Chief of the British 
General Staff during the World War, 
in. which he severely criticises some 
aspects. of the war leadership, notably 











that of Lioyd George as British Pr- 


mier, The latter and Robertson are 
shown to have been constantly at va- 


riance regarding the British military 
command. While Robertson approved 
Sir Douglas Haig commanding the 
British armies, Lloyd George belittled 
Haig’s ability. 

Robertson cites what he deenis an 
unfair disparagement by Lloyd George 
of British military efforts compared 
with German. He adds that Lioyd 
George thought no better of the 
French generalship, 

“He bad no high opinion,” says ‘Rob- 
ertson, ‘fof any of the senior allied 
Generals, General Foch not ‘excepted.”’ 
Referring to possible future wars, Rob- 
ertson writes: 

‘If the functions of both parties 
(military and’political) are defined and 
understood, the position will be infi- 
nitely better than in 1014-1918 and by 
means of it much money and many 
lives may one day be saved.”’

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—S tai 
Mellon will make a formal declaration 
for the Administration concerning the 
manifesto of bankers and industrial- 
ists urging the lowering of tariff 
barriers abroad. Mr. ‘Mellon's state- 
ment, it is understood, will place the 
Administration in the attitude of 
standing firm for adherence -by the 
United States to its — tariff 


policy. 

The determination of the haat: 
tion to outline its position on the tariff 
in the light of the manifesto was 
reached at the White House at a con- 
ference 6f Secretary Mellon with Presi- 
dent Coolidge. Mr. Mellon’s discussion 
will be made public in the immediate 
future. It may take the form of a 
statement to the press or an address. 

The Secretary, it is believed, will not 
only make a formal exposition ‘of the 
home tariff policy but will also seek to 
dissociate the Administration from any 
connection with groups of international 
bankers engaged over the economic 
affairs of the world. 

It was: said in a responsible quarter 
tonight that Secretary Mellon had 
made no suggestion to any one that 
he entertained doubt that J. P. Morgan 
had ‘signed the manifesto, nor had he 
made any comment of any kind as to 
whether or not Mr. Morgan had signed 
as represented. 

Vice President Julius H. Barnes of 
the International Chamber of Com- 
merce emphasized tonight that the 
manifesto had no relation to the United 
States tariff. He insisted that it was 
designed to “point out trade barriers 
which in Europe today are interfering 
seriously with international trade.” 

“While tariffs do constitute in 
Europe serious barriers to trade be- 
tween countries which geographically 
resemble our owh' States here in Amer- 
ica,” he said, ‘it must be remembered 
there are other barriers to trade just. 

as important as tariffs. Some of these 
ware pointed out by the American 
Committee on Trade Barriers which 
reported in June to the Council of the 
International Chamber of Commerce 
in Paris. The American report and 
reports from other countries will be 
consolidated and presented at the full 
meeting of the International Chamber 
to be held in Stockholm next June. 

“At that time it is hoped the busi- 
ness men of the world will be able 
to make certain recommendations look- 
ing to the elimination or modification 
of some of thé trade barriers which 
have been under discussion. . 

“It is certain, however, that the 
American delegation to the Stockholm 
meeting will allow there no move to 
bring about any action looking to a 
lowering of America’s tariff ‘such as 
would destroy the protection which 
American workers now enjoy: As was 
pointed out: by the American co * 
tee, the United States is in a diffe 
position from Europe with respect * 
tariffs in that we have here . great

The inquiry was held in the County 
Court House before Referee Joseph 
Rosalsky, who was appointed by Su- 
preme Court Justice Tierney to take 
testimony to determine whether prose- 
cution under the General Business law 
Was necessary. 

Yesterday’s hearing, limited to an ex- 
amination of Sanders A. Wertheim, 
President of Burns Brothers, brought 
the statement that the company made 
only eight cents profit on each ton of 
stove coal. Mr, Lerner, who expressed 
surprise at that perce may 2 was not 
able to shake the witness in his ac- 
counting. , 

The conflict between Mr. Untermyer 
and the Deputy Attorney General be- 
gan at the opening of the hearing. 
The. former asked leave to question 
witnesses also and his petition was op- 
posed by Mr. Lerner who said that 
under the law regulating the. inquiry 
no provision was made for examination 
of witnesses by their own counsel. It 
was a fact-finding investigation, he 


Says He Wants to Bring Out Facts. 


Mr. ‘Wntermyer insisted that he 
wished only to bring out all the facts 
in the case and suggested that he and 


his clients might know more about the 
coal business than the Deputy Attorney 
General. Although witnesses were im- 
mune from prosecution because of any 
of their answers, he said, their business 
might be incriminated by questions 
which did not fully cover the situation. 
The referee finally ruled Mr. Unter- 
myer could not question the witnesses, 
but suggested that advice would be 
welcomed from time to time. 

A few minutes later another dispute 
flared up. Mr. Wertheim had testified 
to the company’s loss through shrink- 
age of coal from the mines to the New 
York yards. Asked to explain, he com- 
pared this to a loss of from fifty to 
one. hundred pounds suffered in deliv- 
eries in the companies’ ten-ton trucks 
about the city through spilling. 

‘Do you mean to say your custom- 
ers get short weight by a hundred 
pounds?’’ Mr. Lerner demanded.

AS CHAPUIS IN SERVICE

Both the Navy Department and Ma- 
rine Corps have their fingerprint files 
cyassified in such a manner that no 
name is required to identify a former 
service man, and offjcials said posi- 
tively, that Jerry Tarbot did not serve 
in either of these two branches. No 
classified file has been made of finger- 
prints of men who volunteered or were 
drafted in the World War, as the num- 
ber of men was too great. 

Great interest was displayed by offi- 
cials of the War and Tl’avy Depart- 
ments and Marine Corps today in the 
seeming identification of Jerry Tarbot 
as George Chapuis, and the opinion was

What he appears to have meant is that 
they did not have a clear understand- 
ing of political tendencies. in Central 
Europe today. 

There are obvious reasons why people 
on the Continent should be nettled by 


the superior tone in: which they are 


exhorted by the bankers chiefly repre- 
senting England and the United States. 
The British Government is more and 
more shaping its policy toward erect- 


ing those very economic barriers which 


Europe is urged to demolish. As for 
warnings against the evil of protection 
given by Americans, they must infalli- 
bly seem to Europeans very much like 
Satan rebuking sin. Of both the Eng- 
lish and American financiers who 
joined in giving free trade advice to 
Central Europe, the Italians and 
French might be excused for saying 
that they compound for sins they are 
inclined to by damning those they have 
no mind to. 

It is already clear that no practical 
result yi immediately follow the 
round robin of the bankers. Much 
time and more patience will be required. 
before European Governments can be 
brought to see the folly of hindering 
the free flow of international com- 
merce, in the name of anew and ardent 
nationalism. Sound as are the funda- 
mental principles laid down by the 
bankers, they have no present chance 
of being adopted, certainly not in their 
own countries. Yet the time may come 
vhen their deliverance may be looked

Ohio was the 
Socialist banner State in 1912 with 
90,000- votes, but fell to sixth place in 
1920 with 57,000 votes. Oklahoma 
dropped from 48,000 votes to 26,000, 
Indiana from 37,000 to 24,000, Mis-° 
souri from 29,000 to 20,000, Washing- 
ton from 40,000 to 9,000. On the other 
hand, New York, which was fifth in 
1912 with 63,000 votes, shot into first 
place with 203,000 votes, and Wiscon- 
sin climbed from ninth place with 
33,500 votes to second place with 
85,000 votes. It may have been aware- 
ness of the changing situation that in- 
duced the Socialist Party in 1924 to 
join the La Folletté movement, which 
otherwise might have wrought havoc 
with the non-stalwart Socialist ele- 
ment, 

Mr. Dess’s death leaves the Socialist 
Party in no cheerful condition. It has 
been heavily assailed on both flanks. 
The Communist propaganda has 
wrought serious damage.

BRAZIL’S MELTING POT. 

Interesting to those concerned with 
the problem of-aliens in this country 
is the article on the melting pot in 
Brazil published in the current num- 
ber of The Geographical Review. There 
have long been in that country large 
settlements of Germans; and now 
there are many thousands of Italians. 
But we have known little about the 
progress of assimilation there. It was 
the original hope of the German Gov- 
ernment. that an entire section of 
Brazil might be so Germanized as to 
be virtually a German colony. This 
aspiration was dropped even later than 
the idea that here in the United States 
a distinctly German State might be

Washington ratio to cruisers, de- 
stroyers and submarines, contending 
that they should be allowed to fill 
out total tonnage by building auxiliary 
warships. _ 

For several months the Military 
Committee has made no definite -prog- 
ress toward an acceptable plan to be 
submitted to the League of Nations 
Disarmament Conference that is to 
meet in 1927. Limitation of land ar- 
maments has madé no headway be- 
cause the conscription and the non- 
conscription nations could not agree 
about what should constitute a peace 
army. If nations were allowed to 
train annually troops that were called 
out by conscription, they would be 
able to avail themselvés of strong |: 
reserves in the emergency of war. 
Nations with professional armies only 
would have but a small reserve, and 
in the event of a summons to war 
could not mobilize a large force of 
trained men, « The conscription na- 
tions have been unwilling to give up 
that system—least of all France, 
which declared it could not be done 
unless she were safeguarded by se- 
curity,compacts. The existence of the 
Russian Army was felt to be a menace 
by France and by all the nations that 
looked to her for protection. The 
deadlock seemed to be fixed-when. the 
majority of the nations that were.rep- 
resented maintained that land and 
naval armaments should be considered 
together in plans of limitation. An 
Italian retirement from the agreement 
with France to oppose naval Umita- 
tion by classes of warships might open 
the way to a settlement. With the 
naval complication disposed of, reduc- 
tion of land forces could. be taken up 
more hopefully, 

Italy’s new position seems to be that 
lithitation by total tonnage and that 
by classes of warships can both be 
put into operation, the former for the 
benefit of France, Italy and. the 
smaller naval Powers. Thero is an 
intimation. that such a proposal might 
be entertained by the United States. 
Great Britain and Japan jf France, 
Italy, Spain and lesser Powers would 
bind: themselves to announce their 
building programs several years in 
advance, If the programs were: re- 
garded as a menace, the major Powers 
could increase their auxiliary strength, 
negotiations failing. As an experi-

“Story of Mankind.” 

“Shen of the Sea” is a collection of 
Chinese legends. Mr. CHRISMAN says. 
that the folklore was related to him by 
a Chinese, and his stories are based 
on those tales, Like the other win- 
ners of the medal, his book will prob- 
ably find numerous adult readers. It 
is the purpose of The Publishers’ 
Weekly, originator of the medal, to| 


devote their talents occasionally to 
books, for. children, Well written 
stories suited to the young reader’s 
interests are certain to influence his 
taste.

undings. 

Osborne took this situation promptly in 
hand. He revolutionized prison management 
by aNowing the prisoners self-government, 
which placed responsibility on the man him- 
self. 

The Mutual Welfare League was the or- 
ganization which put the new system into 
effect.. The prisoners’ court settled all minor 
troubles of the. inmates, and it was only 
major cases that came up to the Warden 
for decision. It was a great experiment, 
and Sing Sing events became a feature of 
the daily news for some time. 

It unfortunately became a political issue 
of the State campaign of 1916, and in the 
mess prison reform went down. Osborne 
retired and since gave much of his time to 
writing and lectures on His great theme. I 
shall never forget a Christmas that I spent 
at Sing Sing. Frank Tannenbaum, was the 
other guest. After dinner we weht up to 
the chapel, and Osborne at the piano, with 
a violinist, held his audience spellbound for 
two hours while he interpre and explained 
the most classical music to roughnecks. 

On Aug. 31° Mr. Osborne visited us at our 
Adirondack camp. Our other guests were 
Mr. Clark, President Coolidge’s secretary, 
and his wife. With great earnestness Mr. 
Osborne pleaded with Mr. Clark for the re- 
lease of a Federal prisoner at Atlanta, in 
the hope of his getting ecutive clemency 
from the United States’ Government. 

I could tell many stories of my associa- 
tion with Osborne. He came very near to 
being my ‘ideal of a saint. His motto, which 
was adopted by all members of the Mutual 
Welfare League, will go down to posterity; 
“To Do Good; To Make Good.”

-REALTY PROMOTION 


Obtains Permanent Injunction 
Against Greater City Im- 
provement Company. 











Attorney General-Ottinger announced 
yesterday that a permanent injunction 
issued by Justice May in the Supreme 
Court in Brooklyn had put out of busi- 
mess the Greater City Improvement 
Corporation, which had an office at 
570. Seventh Avenue for a real estate 
promotion near Hyde Park, L. I. 

As a result of complaints, Deputy 
Attorney General George Carmody in- 
vestigated the corporation. Its offi- 
cers admitted, it was said, that about 
$250,000 of the corporation’s stock had 
been sold on representations that it 
owned a large tract of land near Hyde 


Park which had been cut up into city 


lots. 

“It was developed,” the Attorney 
General's statement continued, ‘“‘that 
the company sold lots which they 
never owned. The’ property ‘from 
which they sold the lots was held 
under a purchase contract of $171,000: 
and three mortgages on the realty cov- 
ered the entire amount of the pur- 
chase. The sale of the lots continued 
from July 26 to the latter part of 
August. 

The project was eager New Hyde 
Park Lawns. Employés of the corpo- 
ration were induced to buy, said the 
statement, adding: “It is the first time 
in the bistory of the Fraud Prevention 
Bureau: where the employes of a real 
estate promotion have been numbered 
among its victims.’’

Arrangements have -been virtually 
completed for an international loan of 
$100,000,000 to Belgium,,.of which at 
least half will be floated in this coun- 
try by J. P. Morgan & Co. and a na- 
tion-wide syndicate. Formal offering 
of the bonds, which are to be issued 
in connection with the Belgian stabil- 
ization program, probably will be an- 
nounced: on Monday. Last night it 
had not been decided whether to alter 
the original plan for equal offerings 
in New York and London. Part of 
London’s portion of the loan will be 
reserved for offering in Belgium, 
Switzerland and other parts of the 
Continent.

\gium. The funds making up this credit 
are being advanced by the central 
banks of issue of the various Euro- 
pean countries. 

Belgium is expected within the next 
two weeks to announce a return to 
the gold standard, a goal toward which 
it has been working several years with 
the advice of financial leaders in Lon- 
don and New York. The question 
‘where the Belgian franc will be offi- 
cially stabilized aroused interest in 
Wall Street yesterday.
